THE EASTERN FINANCIAL SITUA- 
TION DISCUSSED. 


Some Plan for Increasing the Cir- 
culating Medium Imperatively 
Demanded — Interest in. 
California. 


J ‘dite R. M. Widney returned from 
his Eastern trip Monday evening, after 
an absence of six weeks, during which 
he visited most of the large Eastern 
cities. The judge left on the 21st of 
August, with his family, for Boston, 
where his children have beon placed 
at school, and where Mrs. Widney will 
réside for the next year or two, pro- 
vided the climate agrees with them. 

In speaking of his trip to a Times 
reporter yesterday, Judge Widney 
said that one of the first things that at- 
tracted his attention was the large | & 


area of worthless land in the New 


England States, hilly, rocky and grown 
up with shrub timber; the country, in 
fact, he said, looked like it was going 
back to its original condition, when it 
was inhabited by the aborigines. 
The land has been literally worked 
out, and men who own farms, by. the 
hardest work and closest economy, can 
barely make both ends meet, and some 
cannot do even that. In Vermont and 
other New England States hundreds of 
farms are being abandoned, and im- 
peeved places can be bought for almost 
nothing.

The r against this sec- 
tion is rapidiy disappearing; it is liter- 
ally being rat out by the cold East- 
ern winters, and people who have been 
out here are anxious to get back. The

As 
an evidence of the feeling, a leading 
New York financier predicts that as 
early as January the country will be in 
the worst financial condition that it 
has ever seen, and the fixing of the 
date is regarded as the only uncertain 
element in his statement.

BACHARACK, Sept. 18.—[ Special Cor- 
respondence.} The summer visitors 
have gone, and this old-world village, 
past which flows the Rhine and over 
which frown the ruins of the castle of 
Stahleck, sleeps in the sunshine that has 
ripened its grapes for so many hundreds 
of years. One forgets for a while the 
railroads and the telephones and the 
modern hotels and other nineteenth- 
century innovations, and goes back to 
the days of the armored knights and 
crusaders as one walks its narrow 
streets between its picturesque old 
houses, with their quaint wooden 
beams, and.looks up at the gray towers 
on the crag, from which still descend 
the stout old town walls bristling with 
tall watch towers and circling us round 
with their protection, as if at any 
moment the alarm bells might ring 
and the Counts Palatine summon their 
vassals to man the defenses against the 
knights of Furstenberg, whose battle- 
ments one can see from the river side, 
and who once had the audacity to stop 
even the vessel of a king to ,, levy 
Rhine toll.

mountain ash burn brightly, and the 
feathery clusters of the wild clematis 
hang on everything. There are clouds 
of blue butterflies over the vines, and 
in the pauses of the laughter one can 
hear the leaves dropping. 


At 9 o'clock the bells of the church 


begin to ring. This tells the grape 


gatherers that the hour of leisure is 
over and the cutting of the bunches 
must begin again. The sun is getting 
high and it warms their veins. From 
my window I hear them sing. Over 
aud over comes the refrain, Geselgert 
sei der Rhein,“ (Blessed be the 
Hhine.“] It is not what you would 
call musical singing. Some of the 
voices are hoarse and rough, but it 
grows ever quicker and fuller iu vol- 
ume, and it seems to carry the very 
spirit of the vintage. It is impossible 
to stay indoors; one must go out and 
look and listen. There is a sturdy, 
strong-waisted, yellow-baired girl of 
18, whose voice rises above the others. 
She is a merry girl with blue eyes, a 
good-looking, muscular peasant, and 
she leads the chorus:

lived in for years when you have moved 
out the furniture. The jollity of the 
Teele runs highest in the afternoon. 
The climax comes at 4 o’vlock, when 
the bells announce another rest and 
bread eating. Under the plum trees 
there is a babel of voices. A rustic 
lover sits openly with his arms about 
his sweetheart’s waist, and you will 
not have to watch long before you see 
him kiss her—yes and hear him, for the 
hearty smack sounds rods away.

THE REAL ENGLISH GIRL. 


PEN PICTURE OF A TYPICAL BRITISH 
MAIDEN AT HOME.
